'UnS  writer  is  fully  sensible  that  the  prayers  with  which 
the  reader  is  presented  are  sho7-t,  and  such,  indeed,  for  many 
reasons,  he  designed  them  to  be.  He  made  it  his  particular 
study  tc  be  as  concise  as  possible,  that,  let  the  engage- 
ments of  a  family  be  what  they  may,  it  might  be  impossible 
with  such  short  prayers  to  plead  a  want  of  time  for  the  use 
of  them.  The  occasional  use  of  the  Lord's  Prayer  as  Dara- 
phrased  will  be  found  an  instructive  variety. 

That  the  children  may  be  early  taught  to  pray,  two  pray* 
ers  have  been  added  for  their  benefit,  in  language  and  sen- 
timent adapted  to  their  infant  minds. 

The  short  petitions  commonly  called  ejaculations,  because 
silently  and  suddenly  darted  up  to  Heaven,  will,  it  ia 
hoped,  be  committed  to  memory,  and  be  frequently  used,  ac- 
cording as  you  stand  in  need.  Por,  regarding  ourselves  aa 
strangers  and  pilgrims  on  the  earth,  we  should  keep  up  a 
constant  communion  with  Heaven,  and  Ic  constantly  lifting 
up  our  souls  in  prayer  and  praise. 


NOTE  TO  THE  PRESENT  EDITION. 


Tms  little  manual  has  been,  and  continues  to  be,  very  ox 
tensively  used  in  England.  The  prayers  ai'e  reprinted  with- 
out alteration. 

In  place  of  the  introductory  matter,  which  is  omitted,  the 
Evangelical  Knowledge  Society  has  pubhshed  a  separate 
tract  on  family  prayer,  to  which  the  reader  is  referred.  The 
form  of  prayer  for  families,  from  the  American  Prayer-Book 
and  a  few  Hymns,  have  been  added,  with  the  hope  that  they 
may  promote  the  habit  of  singing  at  least  a  few  verses  in 
fiimily  prayer.
